Now when the Apoſtle had fpoken of this Call of 44- 
re, and no Prieſts took upon them that honor to offer 
gifcs and facrifices but he that was: called of God, as Aa- 
ron Was, the Prieſt, and when the Apoſtle had ſpoken this, 
ſo faith he of Aarons call of God, and the reſt , who was 
to do his Services, his Sacrifices, his Commands, his Ordi- 
nances, and was called of God to do them , and his Sta- 
tutes, which was to have their time; ſo faith the Apoſtle 
alſo of Chriſt, glorified not himſelf ro be madean High- 
Prieſt, but he that ſaid unto him, Thou art my Son, this 
day have begotten. thee, [Mark ] Hereis the everlaſting 
Prieſt, the begotten of the Father- who offered up himſelt 
by the eternal Spirit : Now none took the honor to him- 
ſelf ro offer in the firſt Covenant ( the Prieſthood ) but 
fuch Prieſts as was called of God, as Aarey was: Now Jeſus 
Chriſt the ſecond Prieſthood , who was not made a Prieſt 
after the Order of Aaron, but of the Order of /Melehizs- 
dec, the begotten of the Father, hath not he blotted our 
all theſe Ordinances and Offices of the Prieſts, of Levi;or 
Aaron, which was commanded of God to do them : Are 
not the Ordinances blotted out .yea or nay? Or hath nor

ſay that Abraham paid Tythes of his own poſſeſſed ſub- 
ſtance, but gave the tenth of the ſpoyle unto AXelchizeder 
(like unto the Son of God, as you may read, Heb.7.3,4. 
Abrahaw gave the tenth of the ſpoile,the Patriarch 4674s 
ham, it doth not fay of hisſubſtance, but the ſpoile : But 
the Son of Godis come, whois the end of all likeneſſles, 
to whom Abraham paid his Tythes, the end of Melchize- 
dec, the end of all the Prieſts: If the Son of God be come, 
the likeneſs is not to be held up, tythes paid to the like- 
neſs; Abraham paid tythes of the tenth of the. ſpoil to the ' 
tixeneſs, the ſimilitade of the Son of God, the Son of God 
is come, the end of all likeneſſes and {imilitudes, whe was 
the ſum of the things the Apoſtle ſpoke of, Heb.$. 1. 
Now this was before the Law Abraham was paying tythes, 
here Chriſt was the end of that which was before the Law, 
the ſum andend of the likeneſs, which received the tenth 
of the ſpoile; mark, In Chrilt is Peace; mark therefore, 
the Apoſtles reckon how preat the Patriarch Abraham 
was, which did give the tenth of the ſpoile unto Melchi- 
zedec, like unto the Son of God , but Chriſt the Son of 
God, who was before Abraham was, is the end of the 
likeneſs which he paid tythes to, who continues and abides 
a Prieſt for ever continually; that was not under the Law 
before mentioned, which Chriſt was the end of the like-

infirmities; but the Word of an-oath, vvhich vvas-;ſince 
the Law, maketh the Son of God, who is conſecrated for. 
evermore; [mark and take notice of theſe things. before- 
mentioned',| the Prieſthood yvas made by-a Lavy ,, and he-.- 
had a commandment according-to-the Law-to take tythes 
of..the people : : The Prieſthood js changed, and there is-a . 
. | | necelsity. ; 
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neceſſity alſo to change the Layv- vvhich made High 
Prieſts, by vvhich they vvere made, and the Command- 
ment difannulled; and the Surety of a better Teſtament is 
come in vyko isnot after the Lavv of a carnal Command- 
ment, but after the Povver of an endleſs life; and Chriſt 
is riſen and come, who is after the order of Melchiſeder, 
who received tythes of. Abraham before the Law, che 
Ftenth of the ſpoil, and not of his own inherired ſubſcance, 
to vvhom Abraham d:d pay his tythes, to Adfelchiſeder, 
likeunto the Son of God, this vyas betore the Law.

ſpoken of theſe things, & thorow theſe things, the rythes
